Plenty of new information and reviews to pass on after the February lay-off, so let's quickly 

get to the usual review requirements: 

1) THREE OR FOUR SENTENCES. As I reported last issue, the length of just about all of the 
reviews have been right on target, so keep up the good work! 

2) When reviewing, include (if possible): running-time, record company (w/"catalog M number), 
composer, along with any "special" information, like new booklet notes, photos, unreleased 
bonus tracks. Be sure to include that info. 

3) Review anything, but try tc keep ycur reviews tc releases dene within the last few years. 
New re-releases and re-issues do count, and completely new soundtrack reviews are needed. 

4) Dont forget to include a grade, from A to F. 


NEW RELEASES 

Howard Shore's Silence of the Iambs score, an intense and very eerie soundtrack, is out from 
MCA. While it's not the type of music you want to sit down and listen to, it's about the most 
effective score for a movie in a long time. Here are some reviews by yours truly,along with r 
new soundtrack reviews from Lukas Kendall and Terry Broz. (Additional Member Reviews are in ‘ 
the Member Review section). 

HAMLET. Music by Ennio Morricone. Virgin LPs,CDs and Cassettes(2-91600). 18 tracks— 53:Q0// The 
score for the film "Hamlet", as composed by Ennio Morricone, evokes very well the tragical mood 
that permeates this Franco Zeffirelli adaptation of the famous Shakespearean play. Most of the 
tracks, fittingly, are somber and moody, with a few "lighter" exceptions, such as 'The Banquet' 
and 'Dance For the Queen', and also featured are excellent viola and oboe solos. Some may feel 
that this is one of the best Morricone scores to cane out since, at least "The Untouchables", 
but although I feel it balances well with the main mood of the film, I dont believe it warrants 
a top grade. I'm only, therefore, giving it a B+. (I'm sure there will be disagreements, but 
since I personally liked only a few of the tracks, I'm not going any higher). -Terry Ercz 

SLEEPING WITH THE ENEMY. Music by Jerry Goldsmith. Columbia CDs and Cassettes(CK 47380). 

12 tracks— 41:32/// The new Julia Roberts thriller gets two big boosts—Joesph Ruben's 
standard but slick direction and Jerry Goldsmith's lovely score that's quite a change from 
his sci-fi/action scores of recent months. Goldsmith's work is at its best when he focuses on 
the Roberts character in tracks like 'Morning on the Beach', although some of his work for the 
husband (Patrick Bergin) is a bit hackneyed and overdone. Still, this is a very good outing 
and a fine score, b* -Andy Dursin 

KINDERGART0J COP. Music by Randy Edelman. Varese Sarabande CDs and Cassettes(VSD/C-5305). 

15 tracks— 38:15/// I never noticed Edelman's previous work for Ivan Reitman in films like 
"Twins" and "Ghostbusters II", but here he has conposed a poignant and very effective, lovely 
score for the very entertaining Arnold Schwarzenegger Christmas release. Edelman beautifully 
fits the comic settings of Amie teaching a kindergarten class by creating several sincere 
themes along with the standard action music. Fortunately, Edelman (much like the film) pays 
more attention to the human side of the characters, thus producing a terrific soundtrack 
ranking among the best of a mixed 1990. A- -Andy Dursin 

GREMLINS 2. Music by Jerry Goldsmith. Varese Sarabande CDs and Cassettes(VSD/C-5269). 

12 tracks— 39:28/// Goldsmith is never one to repeat himself without thought, and he thinks 
quite a bit here. Many themes are present: the old gremlins theme (orchestral version—few 
synths), the new, more menacing gremlins theme, the genetics-lab theme, the Gizmo theme, the 
new Billy-Kate theme, and the "looney" Gremlin theme, using old cartoon sound FX. Some tracks 
are only average, but Leaky Faucet(3) and Pot Luck(5) are great. Consistent quality Goldsmith, 
though the CD packaging is skimpy. (Booklet has only a few pictures,nothing more). B+

(Homer fans will want to note that Once 
Around is out from Varese Sarabande, while My Heroes Have Always Been Cowboys is distributed 
and released by MCA. However, the latter score features mostly country tracks, with a couple 
actually culled from Homer's score). The following are all Homer soundtracks: 

Krull. Silva Screen Records(UK), Southern Cross Records(US). 6 tracks—39:44/// This was the 
first score Homer did for British director Peter Yates (the other being "The Dresser"), and boy 
did he cone up with a score! Homer composed a humdinger of a swashbuckling score that is so full 
of energy it never lets up from start to finish...This is one of Homer's best! Favorite track 
is 'Riding the Firemares', and the album cover also has some useful info on Horner and the film. 
A- 


Willov. Virgin Movie Music. 8 tracks—72mins./// Homer has come up with another score very 
much in the same mould as "Krull" only this time he relies heavily on ethnic instruments which 
add a certain magical quality and atmosphere to George Lucas' 1988 fantasy. Once again it is 
performed quite exquisitly by the London Symphony Orchestra as orchestrated as usual by Grieg 
McRitchie. Favorite track 'Escape From the Tavern". IH- 


Glory. Virgin Music. 12 tracks—43:24 /// Bit of a mixed bag this one from Homer but it does 
convey a genuine feeling of chaos, hardship and war. Homer's music is very sombre and haunting 
and occasionally goes a bit over the top with sopiness and sentimentality. Still this is n$>t a 
bad score and the Boys Choir of Harlem (pretty good choice considering the subject material!) 
stand out, a bit like the overuse of the snare drum. Best track "closing credits". B- 


(Editor's note: I'm not the biggest Homer fan, but I confess that I really liked "Glory" and 
consider it Homer's best to date. MOst critics applauded the score, but I guess others feel 
differently! Oh well -A.D.) 


Field of Dreams. RCA Novus CDs and Cassettes. apprx.51mins. /// Nominated for an Academy Award 
last year (his second), this is one of Homer's finest achievements. It is such a subtle little 
score that sparkles with gems everytime you listen to it. Homer plays the piano beautifully, 
what more can I say..just sit back with a coffee, relax and enjoy. Perfect. A+ 

(Ed.'s note: I also loved "Field of Dreams", but after hearing Randy Newman's 1984 "The Natural", 
there's more than a little "inspiration" in Homer's "Field" soundtrack. -A.D.) 

000000:1116 Return. Varese Sarabande CDs and Cassettes. 9 tracks—55mins./// This is just a 
virtual re-run of "Cocoon" material changed here and there to suit the plot of the film. Once 
again it has jazz numbers in it but these seem to fall apart because this time Horner did the 
sequences himself instead of having big band veteran Billy Hale orchestrate them. Overall this 
is not a bad score which is very recognisable against other Homer scores notably "Batteries Not 
Included" and the best track being "Rescue/The Ascension". Last point, "Remembrances/The Break-In’ 
seems incomplete! B-

Thanks to Mark for the overview of Homer's most popular scores. Before we begin a little 
debate about the new STAR WARS TRILOGY CD, here's the deal on the SCORE OF THE YEAR award.

It's a sweeping score with numerous 
different themes that fill up Kevin Costner's film. Now, with those titles included, here are 
some suggestive nominees sent in by members since last issue:

SCORE DEBATE: TOE SEAR WARS TRILOGY

First, here is the debate topic: the "STAR WARS" compilation albums. Yes, there have been many, 
but which one _is the right one? Lukas Kendall wants me to point out that his following reviews 
are an attempt to give the members something to go by if they are considering buying one. He 
also points act that the music, since its "Star Wars", would be an A in eaclTcase. The reviews 
"may be harsh, but I'm reviewing the particular releases ". 

JOHN WIILIA>G CONDUCTS JOHN WILLIAMS :TOE STAR WARS TRILOGY. Composed and Conducted by John Williams, 
the Skywalker Symphony Orchestra. Sony Classical CD,Tape(SK-45947). 13 tracks— 55:48/// This 
is the recent attempt by John Williams and George Lucas to create the definitive STAR WARS • 
album. The music is, of course, great, and the "Skywalker Sound" is supposedly excellent, tiiiugh 
I honestly cant tell the difference. Nothing new is done here, though, and that is a disappoint¬ 
ment. All the tracks (mostly major themes) have been heard before on a CD, and not much-' 
differently(it is interesting to note that Williams takes his compositions at a slower tempo, 
though). The booklet is great, the sound is great, the music is great, but this CD really 
doesnt have a purpose, and therefore there's no real reason to buy it except for the sake of 
having it. An "A" on the music, but a Cton the intent. 

TOE STAR WARS TOIGGY. Conducted by Varujan Kojian, Utah Symphony Orchestra. 14 tracks—51:09/// 
This was the previous then-original Trilogy album, one of the quality re-recordings that may 
have sparked Williams and Lucas to try and "reclaim" their creation. The music is great, the 
sound is nice, Kojian's conducting is adequate, the orchestra is capable, and the booklet is 
okay, though not as thick as the Sony Trilogy one. Undue attention is focused on the "Return 
of the Jedi", which makes up 7 tracks out of the 14, but 2 of those tracks are unavailable 
anywhere else . They are "Fight With the Tie Fighters"(excellent!) and "Darth Vader's Death" 
(okay). Those two tracks are the reason to buy this CD and not the Sony one—thank Kojian and 
Varese for putting some new with the old. A- on the release. 

OK, so that's what Lukas has to say. His point is that if you're going to do another S.W. album, 
years after the release, you'd better put some new music with the old. And that's why he thinks 
that the Sony album has no purpose. 

RemuTI'LE FROM ANDY IXJRSIN : I have to totally disagree with Lukas on this one. The purpose 
of the Sony John Williams album is simple and deserving of a re-recording. 1) To re-record 
the music in all digital sound (the original soundtracks are AAD on the CDs, remember). 

2) The first recording at George Lucas' new studio with the new Skywalker Symphony, to commemora¬ 
te the occasion. 3) Although the Kojian album may be fine, we all know that compositions not 
conducted and supervised by the original composer just arent the same. This is the first album 
of music from the Trilogy done by Williams himself , except for the original recordings (and 
a few tracks here and there on some Boston Pops recordings). Thus, this has to be the definitive 
recording. 4) The Kojian album is half "Jedi"—there's music from everything portioned 

out here (not completely, but more so than the Kojian album. 6 from "Wars", 4 from "Empire" 

3 from "Jedi". Besides, the first score is better than the sequels for the most part). 

5) New tracks would be nice, but the major themes are what the Trilogy is remembered for, and 
the Williams album contains more music from the Trilogy. That'll do it, but I can understand 
Lukas' point of view completely. Besides, it's only a record. So send in your point-of-view, 
tell us what you think and we'll print it here.
